|SPORTING FACTS AND FANCIES 


What and why a prize-fight is now being threshed 
out in the Ontario newspapers and courts, and the defi- 
nitions of various “authorities” are almost as amazing 
as they are different. The question was fought out in 
Alberta a couple of years ago when Luther McCarthy 
was killed, and after the Crown had dug up decisions 
made in the Maritime Provinces in the bare knuckle 
days, Chief Justice Harvey gave out a lengthy verdict, 
which was so strict that even a ten-round no-decision 
contest was included in the category of a prize-fight. 
The question in Toronto arose about the exhibiting of 
the Willard-Moran pictures, and the refusal to allow 
the Johnson-Willard pictures, R. C. Newman, of the 
Provincial Board of Appeal of the Ontario Board of 
Censors, has distinguished between prize-fight and a 
boxing exhibition in a very novel and extremely amus- 
ing way. He says the ‘ ‘ in prize-fight means ‘‘de- 
cision.” Therefore, a ‘no-decision” contest is a boxing 
exhibition, and a decision affair is a prize-fight. By the 
same token the Johnson-Willard fight was a prize-fight, 
Moran-Willard one a boxing exhibition, <A 
cording to that definition all amateur bouts are pri 
fights, because decisions are given and the winners are 
awarded prizes of medals, trophies, ete, while no- 
decision professional boxing contests are not,

A SENSIBLE DEFINITION, 


“Darkey"” Daniels, in connection with the TOLOnte 
controversy, has given the most common-sense defini- 
tion of a prize-fight that it has been the privilege of 
the writer to have read anywhere: 

“A prize-fight is when two men, with bare fists, 
battle to a finish, rounds to be terminated only when 
either of the principals goes to the ground, A half- 
minute rest to be allowed between each round, and if 
either of the fighters is not able to continue at the 
expiration of that time the other man to be declared 
the winner. The question of the prize hag nothing 
whatever to do with the matter, 

“A boxing contest is when two men, with gloves, 
box a stated number of rounds, the latter to be either 
two or three minutes duration, with one minute rest 
between. A decision may or may not be given. The 
bout is still a boxing contest. A prize or money may 
be awarded to the principals. 

“A boxing exhibition is when two men spar a 
friendly exhibition with the gloves and no money is 
given, Exhibition bouts are seldom longer than four 
rounds,” 

It is another way of saying that there are no such 
thing as prize-fights at the present time. They were 
prohibited by law yvears ago, and since the invention of 


the padded glove they have ben prohibited by publie

THE HORSE'S HOROSCOPE,
